an Telegeaph Cables aed Telegrapi
i s Monopolies.
From the N. ¥. Herald.

The subterfuges, islse protenses, and sochem-
ing of the telegraph monuvpolists, and of those
members of Cougress wuo are their toole, to
favor and protect existing monopalies are
astoundivg.  We talk ol Treasury rings, rail-
road ringe,fand other rings, but this telegraph
monopoly ring beats them all in caoning
menagement aod in contempt for public
opinion or the public welfare. Its power, oo,
geems to be wqual to its fmpudence, for it has

ot & firm grip on the Senate of the United
gulea. and its ohlef sdvooate is Mr. Bummer,
of Magsachusetts. Under the pretext of lagis-
1ating to facilitate cceau telegraph enterprise,
measures are insidiously introdnoed to pre-
vent that, to defeat projects already inauguo-
rated and ready to be carried out, and to per-
petuate the existing monopoly. That was the
whole scope and Intent of the resolations
offered some time ago deolaring that no cable
ghould be landed on the shores of the United
Statee without the consent of Congress, and
that the Newfoundland and London Compauy
ghounld have permission to land a cable; and it
is the same now under similar propositions to
authorize the London and Newloundland and
the American snd Atlantlo Telegraph Com-

anies to land cables. It is all a trick of the
ritish monepeligts and thegs Americans who
Lave sold themselves to the Dritish telegraph
live and British interests. The object is to
prevent the French cable heing laid, or any
other. The monopolists pretend to facilitate
telegraphic communication when companies
with po means or chance of doing anything
gtart a project, but as scon as a company like
the Franco-Amerioan goes earnestly to work
manufsctures & oable and puts it on board
ready to be laid, these monopoligts and their
ents in Congress throw every obstacle pos.
gible in the way. The conduot of the members
of Copgress who are thus working against
their own conntry, the welfare of the American
ople, and the progress of the age ia simply
E!amous.

Why should not telegraph ocables be laid
auywhere on our shores! Why should not
apy company, American, French, German,
Bpanish, or English, land & eable wherever it
chooees, from Maine to Florida? Yes, one,
two, five, or twenty, if companies have the
means aud enterprigce. The more oables the
better. By the largest competition the people,
the press, and the Government would have
telsgraphic communication cheapened, and the
dangerous monopoly which is now confined to
British territory, and which can be used in
the interests of a ring of speculators to infln-
ence the markets, wounld be destroyed. It
would be just as reasonable for Congresa to
gay what foreign newspapers or books should
be landed in the United States as what tele-
graphs shall. It would be mo more narrow-
minded, illiberal, or absurd to limit emigration
or tiade than to limit the tranmiseion of ideas
or the means of comwuricating them. One
would think from the courss of Mr. Samner
and those who are acting with him that we
have gone back to the dark ages, when blind
rulers and bigoted priests shat ont the light
of intelligence. If any one thinks we are too
gavere in these remarks, we call attention to
the faot that when Mr. SBtockton offered an
smendment in the Senate to one of the tele-
graph oable resolutions to which we referred,
for permitting any and all companies to land
their cables on the same terms as those pro-

osed to be given to the London and New-
oundland Company, the amsndment®was bit-
terly opposed by the Sumner ring. Yet could
anything be more fair and reasonable or more
for the interegts of the public than Mr. Stock-
ton’s broad and liberal proposition !

There is mot an ocean tslegraph enterprise
gtarted in this country that does not meet
with hostility from the British cable company
and its allies. Among its allies, too, we regret
to say, are Americans. The opposition is not
always open, but is made generally in disgnise
and under the pretext of being favoralle. The
existing Atlantic Cable Company iz British
throughout, and looks only to Dritish inte-
resta. Its objeot iz to make the most
gifmllu monopoly ever kvown, embracing
telegraph companies and lines to operate
from the eastern ghore of America to Great
Britain, and from thewnce across Earops,
the Mediterranean, Ligypt, or Persia, to
India and China. It is earnestly at work
now on this stupendous project, and
with the ald, too, of some Americans, It is
gsecretly hestile to the Pacific and Asiatio tele-
i:ph rojeot now before Congress, and to the

‘a8t Telegraph Company, whick is en-
tirely American, and which propozes to lay
oables along the coast of China, and to connect
that empire with the western shores of this
continent by means of cables across the Paoi-
fio. It is using its enormons capital and influ-
enoe 1o prevent Amerioan telegraph commu-
nication to Asia by way of the Pacific, and to
turn all the advantages of this great agent of
civilization and commerce in the other dirsc-
tion, by wayjjof India and across fhe ocoanti-
nents of Asia and Earope.

Dritish capitalists and statesmen are far-
geeing, and they know that in the fmture the
telegraph will do more than flests or treaties
In giving direction to aud controlling the com-
merce of the world, They fear the rivalry of
America and the advantages it possesses with
regard to Chins and other parts of Asia from
geographical posilffon. Hence the efforts to
centre all communication from Awmerioa on
British soil, and to keep this conntry as much
isolated as possible from Chbina and Asia gene-
rally on the gide of the Pacifio. They will, if

ible, prevent New Yoik and Ban Francisco
grum becowing the centres of vomiuerce of the
world, and will do everytliog to hold Loudon
a8 the centre. Our short-sightad statesmen,
or rather we shonld say our atupid Congress-
men, are playing into the hands of the Britizh
and halpﬁlg them to parry out their vast pro-
jeots by favoring the Atlantic eable monopoly,
and by throwing eold water on the enterprises
of other foreiguera and those of our own oitl-
zens., 1o the name of common gense, spd for
the interasts of our own country, let us have
no more mnarrow-minded action about this
ocean telegraph businesg, but let the liberal
propesition of Mr. Stockton, to permit any
aud all companies to land cables on the shores
of the United States, be ndopted at once.

probably be decided.

It is almost needless to gay that there oan be
bat little donbt aa to the result. Mr. Glad.
stone possesses a majority of 115 in a Ilonge
of C0%, elected on an appeal to the country,
made on the question of the Irish Churoh ex-
clusively. The bill which he has introduoad
ia the result of the consultations of a Cabinet
which comprises representatives of every sec-
tion of the Liberal party, and which has maet
with the hearty approval of every organof the
Liberal press. There can be no exenee for
mutiny, or even for lukewarmness, in the
Liberal ranks, and no professed Liberal who
deserts his party in a (nestion of snch para-
monnt importance can ever regain the confl-
dence of his constituents. [nder these ofr-
cnmstances, the resnlt of the divizgion is all bu
a foregone conclusion. '

The teotios of the Tories appear to be
simple enongh. They light, of course, with
the conrage of despair, and will probably
divide with sullen obstinacy on every occasion
available under the forms of the MHonsze,
Thelir leadera #till rafse the cry of “‘confiaca-
tion,” and hoist the old Church and Btate
gtandard, but few rally round it who are not
pergonally or pecuniarily interested in the
meaintenance of the threatened establishment.
They attempt to divert attention to the land
question in Ireland, a8 more argent in itself,
and more likely to farnish an opportunity for
giving proof to the Irish people of the, de-
termination of Englaud to deal with Ler in-
terests in a just aud conciliatory spirit. Bat
they are evidently ighting sgainst hope, aund
the tope of Mr. Disraeli’s speach 1tselfl shows
There will be a week
of brilliaut oratory on both sides of the House,
and the great measure of justice will be tri-
umphantly carried.

The Cuban.War of Indepentence,
Momthe N, ¥. Tribune,

The war in Cuba continues with nnabating
flerceness. Engagements betwesn the hostile
forces are now of almostdaily occarrence, aud
there iz hardly one among these in which the
Spaniards do not claim to have come off vie-
tors, But potwithstanding these nuwmerons
victories. and mnotwithstanding the frequent
arrival of fresh troops from BSpain, no pro-
gress—even according to Spanish gccounts—
is made in the sappression of the ravolution.

For some weeks the struggle has been par-
ticnlarly active in the jurisdictions of Bagua
1a Grande, Remedios, Villa Clara, Colon, and
Trinidad. The Cnban force in these districts
is nomerons, in two, Sagua la Grande and
Remedios alone, she Spauiards estimats them
at 7000 men, The Spaniards clasim to have
defeated them in several enconnters, but are
Yorced to admit that the Cubans have de-
stroyed the railroand from Banagna to Alva-

rez, and thns interrupted the whole railroad
communication with the easiern partof the
islapd. The Spaniards are unable to protact

the Spanish plaunters, aud a pumberof the”

Jargest plantations in the districts above
pamed have been burned by the insurgents,
The liberation of the slaves begins in good
earnest. Wherever the Cubans reach a plan-
tation, they set the negroes free and draft them
into the army.

All this is ample proof that the revolation
ig certainly not lozing ground. The Spaniards
are determined to keep the Queen of the An-
tilles at all hazards, and oountinue to fill the

apd in the army by fresh troops, sent from
gpalu. The Cubans are sanguine of final snc-
cess. They Lope for large reinforcaments
of their armies fl:om the neighboring Ameri-
can conntries; and count on the coming hot
geason as their most eflective ally.

The Tenure-of-Office Law.

It ie needless for the World to say to ita
own readers that the Fost inexcusably per-
verts what we sald on this subject, The
World, which oppoged the Tenure-of-Office act
in its first ioception, denouneed it on Its pas-
gage, demonstrated its unconstitutionality
when it was made the instrument of impeach-
ment, and has consistently urged its imme-
diate and total repesl, bas uot chaoged its
opinion of the charsoter of that law; bat it is
not our practice to discuss public questions in
a narrow apirit whickh gees nothing in them
beyend their bearing npon the transient poli-
tics of the hour., The svils which the Tenure-
of-Office aot pretends to guard agsinst are too
real, as they are of the gravest charaoter.

Our objection tothis law, besides its repug-
nance’ to the Constitution, is, that it is a gham
remedy, which introduoes greater mischiels
than it affecta to cure.. The mauner in which
the Federal patronags is used is a stupendous
abuse which threatena the stability of onr
free inatitutions; aud we are not willing that
the present eflort to repsal the Tenure-of-
Ciffice act should blind the conunlry to the
anormity and the dangerons tendenoy of those
abuges, We will restate our views upon this
subject, and we hope to do it with clearness
enough to securs (or thein the favorable con-
sideration even of the [Poxt, We shonld be

lad of it co-operation, and of the ald of all
journals whioh aim to disonss publio questions
on their merits, in callivg public atiention to
sbuges which will destroy our institutions if
they ara not remedied.

We, of course, do not disgnise onur want of
confidence in General Graut; but, in sayiog
that he will use the Federal patronaga to pro-
mote hig re-electiom, after the Tenuresof-
Office act I8 repesled, we lmpnted nothing to
him which wounld not be equally practized by
any other President iv Lis place. It is noo-
rious that, for the lagt quarter of a century,
all Presidents, without distinction of party,
and lrrespeclf"u to their cleiwa to public
vonfldence, have songht to make this use of
the patronsge, The fault is not in any
particular man, but in the syetem. The
temptation i8 too strong for ordinary human
virtue to resist, and it becomes constantly
greater with the growth of the country, the
multiplication of offices, and the facilities for
profit and plunder comsequent upon our
colossal debt and exorbitant taxes. To tarn
this enormous mass of patronsge loose to be
gorambled for every four years by rapacious
politicians is demoralizing political life in this
oountry, and subjecting our institutions to
constant, violent wrenochings which they can-

ot long survive. When the Tenure-of-Olice

edly use the patronage of the Government to
promote his chanoes of & reilection; aud no
man of mach penstration, who is asquainted
with political life in this conntry, can doubt
that his wish to employ it for that pnrpoze is
the chief ressom why he refuses the l|)[baart.y
which would be ﬁlwu kim by a suspension of
the law, and inslsts #o stabboruly upon its
repeal, Its suspension for eight or ten months
would enable him to fill the public service
with mew men, his own appointess, and
he oonld afterwarda remove for canse
all who were unfaithful or ineficient. BDat as
the great masa of officers wonld be entirely
independent of him, they wounld have no
stronger motive to work for his renomination
than for the nomination of any o her member
of their party, The Post, which cannot be
blind to the ordimary practics, must admit
that it {s a gross abuse for the public offioes
to be thus nged to promote any man’s ambi-
tion, sand we think too well of its good sanas
to anppode it expecta the evil can be remedied
by the election of Presidents whose virtue
would ba proof against the seductions of
ambition.

We have no expectation that an adequate
remedy can be found in any guch messure as
Mr. Jenckes' Civil Service bill, although that
gcheme is not withont its merits, to which we
have endeavored, at various times, to do fail
justice. Buch & reform would merely lop off
some of the Lranches of the evil, instead of
laying the axe at the root of the tree.

We inclive to think that the best remedies
which have yet been devized were those
adopted in the abortive Confederate Constitn-
tion. In points which did not tonch npon
the subjects in immediate controversy between
the North and the Sonth, the alterations made
in the Federal Constitntion by the Confede-
rates were, in the main, wise and judicions,
and were founded on the experience of the
Southern statesmen in oconnection with the
Federal Government. Ixcept on the great
gnestions upon which the war hingad, the
Confederale leaders were under a stron
bias in favor of sound principles ang
good pgovornment, and for pretty much
the same reasons that impel new
seets in  religion to affect &  striot
and austere morality. They wished to con-
ciliate public opinion in favor of a revolution
of doubiful propriety, by introducing snch
reforms as would mset the good sense of in-
tolligent men withont any elaborate argu-
ment. The Bouthern leaders were g0 bent on
securing independence, proteoting slavery,
and establishing the right of secession, that
they were nnwlilling to aid thoss objects by the
prompt adoption of such reforms &s the ex-
perience of seventy yeara showed couid be
introduced with advantage into that Federal
Constitution which they made the Lasis of their
own.

There was one subject on which there was
no room for diffurence of opinion smong en-
lightened observers of the operation of the
Federal Government. The praotice adopted
by all the then recent Awmerican Presidents of
using their power during their first term as an
instroment for securing a second, made it im-
possible that nlen whe had served in the
public conucils should overlook either the ex-
1stence of this evil, or ita magnitude, or ita
dangerous tendengy, when they set them-
selves to inquire wha# beneficial changes
could be made in a Constitution which was,
in the main, excellent. The Confederates,
therefore, undertook to remedy this partioular
avil, and they acted like wise men in using,
not their own invention, byt the resalts of
other men’s reflections. A great many of
the most sagacions statesmen of the country
had at varions times earnestly recom-
mended a change in the Federal Consti-
tution making the FPresident ineligible for
a eecond term. The Southern leaders, instead
ol extemporizing a new crotchet, borrowed a
gound idea which had commended itself to the
mature jndgment of 80 many able statesmen,
and which was, moreover, so obyionaly self-
recommending, that its adoption was not likely
to disappoint expectation. The Confederate
constitution accordingly contained this provi-
glop:—*The President and Vice-President
ghall hold their offices for the term of aix

ears; but the President shail not be reséligi-

le.”” If the American people were wise
enongh to introduce this amendment into the
Federal Constitution, it wonld cut up by the
roois one of the worst abuses of our political
gystem. The Federal patronage could never
again be perverted into the instrument of one
man’s ambition.

But even this change would not reach the
whole extent of the evil., If the President
were & gtrong partisan, he might use the Gov-
ernment patronage for the advantage of his
party, although he coald not employ it for his
own. But the motives for abnse would be
comparatively weak, Asthe President him-
gelf wonld retire from politios at the cloze of
his term, and could receive no personal benefit
from the sunocess of his parly, party spirit
would not be reinforced by purely gelfish mo-
tives; and In cases where a man’s partizan
feelings bappened to be go torpid and negative
as those of General Grant, we might be almoat
exempt from a prostitution of the patronage.
But, in most oases, the President would be
an sotive partisan, and would nse the patronage
for the advantage of his party. On this point
we have, indeed, but little light frow experi-
ence, Mr. Lincolu being the only President
retlected since Jaokson, and Lincoln did not
live to wield the patronagse of his second term
in favor of a Republican successor.

The Confederate Constitution had anether
provision which was unguestionably wise,
althongh it bore a faint superficial resem-
blance to the Tenure-of-Ofluve act, Bat it dif-
fered from it fandamentally. It wasin these
waords:—*“The principal oflicers in each of the
exvontive depariments, and all persons con-
nected with the diplomatic service, may be
removed from offive &t the plessurs of the
President. All other clvil officers of the
execulive deparfments may be removed at
any time, by the President or other appointivg
power, when their geryices are ununecessary,
or for dishonpesty, incapacity, inefolency,
misoondnck, or neglect of duty; and when so
removed, the rewoval shall be reported te
the HSenate, together with the reasons
therefor."

The fundamental difference between this
wholegome provision and the Tennre-of-Uflice
aot, lies in the olroumstavcs that the astion of
the Precident was complete snd abaolute, re-
quiring vo save iou by the Eenate, and per-
wittiug no restorstion of the oficer. True,
the President was requnired to report his rea-
sone; but hia action was nevertheless fioal.
He wae fornished with a rule to guide his
condnet, but his respoueibility was wpeither
impaired nor shared, He was the sole jndge
of the pufliclency of the cavge of removal,
altbough he conld mnot remove with.
ont cange, nor for oauses which were
werely political or personal. The removed
oflicer oconld never be reinstated; but if the
P’resident violated the Constitation, or abased
uiz sutbority, he was respounsible both to pub-
lio opinion and to the im ing power for
#uch abuses, his report of his reasons farnish-
ing & basis of inguiry into his condaoct. ‘We
should be glad to see this provision trans-
planted into the Federal Constitution, aud do
pot donbt that it and the fueligibility of the
President for a second term would the
abuees of the Gﬂermmmnlp whioh
tlreaten to subvert onr tions,

The Publie Credit,

At last we Bee daylight abead | Congress
slamp#d ont the greenback hereny; Grant has-
tems to make this the first law to recelve his
eignature; and pow Beoretary Bouiwell an-
nounces that be has plenty of money, that
the receipts from importsa are Increasing, and
that he means to nse &t least a part of his
large gurplus in buying up and oaucelling
Government bonds. A better word has mot
been spoken for the publio oredit sinoe
Graut's inaugural. For months and years
we have been aimlessly paying interest on
from sixty to & hundred millions of debt that
might as easily a8 not have been bought up
at the ourrent rates, and the gold wherewith
to do it lay all the while idle in the vanlis of
the Treasury. The quadruple folly of thia

procedure cost us the Iinterest om debt that'

might have been stopped, the interest on
money kept {dle that we waated, the profit
we might have made by buying in our bonds
at thelr onrrent selling ratee, and the im-
menge impetus we might have given the
public eredit by showing that the bonds
were a-':tun.llf' otting scarcer, and that
we were making haste to reduce the volume
of our debt. Now at last we have a Seore-
tary who comprahends that Government busi-
uess, just like that of Individuals, shonld be

mansged to the best advantage on business
principles.
